EL, PASO, Tex., 
May 
6.—What 


many insurrectog believe to have been 
a divine intervention, but which oth- 
ers regard as a suspicions coincidence, 
was the drowning- today of Jules Mul- 
ler, a Frenchman, serving in the rebel 
army. 
One hour after he had almost 


caused a battle between the, forces 
commanded by Colonel Villa and those 
of Colonel Garibaldi, some insurrectos 
brought in the news that he had lost 
his life while bathing in the 
Rio 


Grande. 


The trouble started several 
days 


ag-o when Muller withdrew from 
Gar- 


ibaldi's command and joined that of 
Villa. He told the latter that Ameri- 
cans in Garibaldi's command 
were 


taklnir away ammunition from camp 
and selling it in El Paso. 


Colonel Villa sent Muller with an 


order asking Colonel Garibaldi to dis- 
arm the men suspected. 
Garibaldi, 


recognizing Muller as a man who had 
prevlousrj- caused trouble, sent him 
back to Colonel Villa with an order 
that he be arrested. 
Instead of de- 


livering- it, Muller reported to Colonel 
Villa that Colonel Garibaldi's men had 
opened fire on Villa's men. 


Colonel Villa immediately rode up 


with 
his 
forces. 
Insurrectos were 


seen skulking- behind rocks with their 
g-uns cocked and a fight was immi- 
nent, hut finally 
the 
matter 
was 


straightened out among the leaders 
and apologies extended. 


Mailer's body -was recovered from 


the river a few hours later. 
Shortly 


after Muller was drowned, an Ameri- 
can serving in Garibaldi's command, 
supposed to have become enraged be- 
cause he was suspected of being one 
of those who had taken arms from 
the camp, snatched the Mexican flag 
which hung- from his tent and set fire 
to it.

He then bolted for the river, pur- 


sued by other insurrectos and began 
to swim to the American side. Troop- 
ers of the Fourth United States cav- 
alry paused in their patrol across the 
river and threw a rope to the man 
after he passed the middle

The insurrectos had leveled their 


rifles at the swimming man and the 
United States soldiers drew their re- 
volvers. 
They shoutea to the insur- 


rectos not to shoot and the swimmer 
was pulled to the shore safely.

I. Harrison Clay, president of the Oakland Chamber of Com- 


merce at the time of the annexation election, frankly avows the 
rights of the annexed district to representation in the city govern- 
ment as organized under the new charter. Mr. Glay was an active 
participant in the negotiations had v/ith representative citizens of 
the annexed district which resulted in inducing the latter to throw 
their influence in favor of annexation and in trre final success of the 
movement. His communication published in THE TRIBUNE last 
evening is an earnest appeal to the citizens of Oakland to fulfill the 
pre-annexation election pledges. 
Regarding those pledges Mr. 


Clay says: 


"During the recent annexation campaign, not only did persons 


connected with the city government, but officials and members of 
civic bodies as well, assure the people living in this territory that 
•if they voted themselves into our city they would be fairly treated, 
and that they would be given representation in our city govern- 
ment." 


While recognizing the fact that the new charter aims to elimi- 


nate all sectional feeling by abolishing ward lines, Mr. Clay, as an 
honorable citizen, heartily agrees with the residents of the annexed 
district in the sentiment that one of their number should represent 
them for the next four years at the city hall, and expressing the 
belief "that if they have their desire at this time that four years 
from -now we will have heard the last of the annexed district as a 
political division. They will be convinced that the residents of the 
other portions of Oakland intend to deal with them fairly, and keep 
the promises made to them during the annexation campaign, and 
will feel, as they should, absolutely at home as a part of a united 
Greater Oakland."

Auditor Gross Has Earned Re-election. 


For four years City Auditor and Assessor George E. Gross has 


filled the dual office with such perfect satisfaction to all classes of 
citizens and with such conscientious devotion to the interests of the' 
municipality that it is not necessary to urge the people, to rally to 
his support and re-elect him next Tuesday. That they will certain- 
ly do of their own volition. The.only thing that THE TRIBUNE 
has to suggest is that they get together on election day and be sure 
io cast their ballots for him—not trust to one another and abstain, 
through over-confidence of their candidate's success, from visiting 
the polls.

secure the tvro fine volumes at the Hoe 
sale. 
They make one of only seven 


known copies printed on vellum, nearly 
all of which, are held by public institu- 
tions-and can never come up for sale. 
J. P.; Slorgun Is the ownor of the only 
other one in America. 


That the Gutenberg- Bible was printed 


at Mainz between. tha 
years 1450 and 


1455 is^about all that is known as to Its 
date. 
That Johann Gutenberg actually 


printed it has been disputed but not dis- 
proved. To carry on the work of print- 
ins1 with movable types, Gutenberg-- se- 
cured several loans, 
principally from 


Johann ;2?\ist, who In -{he end took over 
Gutenberg's printing- materials after le- 
gra.1 proceedings to compel the payment 
of his loans. 
But whether or not the 


printing- of 
the Gutenberg Bible was 


completed in Faust's house "by another 
printer, the materials and the process 
by which the work was done were Gut- 
enberg's.

vised and utilized in the middle of the 
fifteenth century, the means of making 
the modern book cannot be denied. 


Printed In Latin in Gothic type, the

the "Ixitin Bible . of forty-".wo

Spaces were lert for illuminated 


Initials and marginal decorations in, gold

works" of earlier periods left by monks 
who were loving artists in the beautlfl- 
cation of holy books. The Hoe copy is 
inclosed In heavy oak boards, covered 
with pigskin 
and bound with ornate 


metal clasps. Marking; as it does the be- 
ginning of a revolution in human knowl- 
edge and progress, the Gutenberg Bible

intimate knowledge of municipal. af- 
fairs and public service corporations. 
Present Supply Enough 
for Three Years 


For a dozen years the alarmist and 


the political agitator have been en- 


deavoring: to scare the people with 
the "bo^ie" oC a water famine. 
Each 


year they 
brlnpr out ,the same old 


fThost, change the costume a bit and 
present it to the public as "the real 


thing." 
Meantime tho population of 


Oakland has trebled, there has been 
im abundance of water for all pur- 
poses, and there is today a larger vol- 
ume of water in tho storage reservoirs 
than has ever been known at this 
season of the year. The chief storage 
reservoir for supplying the City of 
Oakland, Lake Chabot, contains at 
this date. May 5th, at least 
three 


months' larger supply than at the cor- 
responding date last year. Notwith- 
standing the lower level of last year 
there wus an abundant supply for all 
purposes, and at the close of the most 
prolonged rainless period known in 
nearly forty years tho lake still con- 
tained enough water, together with 
that obtained from other sources, for 
nearly two years more. 


two weeks, and if at the same time 
Lake Chabot were cut off entirely for 
a like period, Oakland would still be 
supplied with water from the Central 
reservoir. 
Such 
provision against 


possible, though very remote proba- 
bility of accident, should give to all 
citizens of Oakland a strong sense of 
security against failure of water sup- 
ply. 
The stoppage of water effected 


by the use of meters, the increasing 
supply from underground sources and 
the increased storage capacity all 
combine to make the available stored 
water at this time, easily sufficient 
for a three years' supply for Oakland. 
I predict that on October 1st Lake 
Chabot will stand at a higher level 
and will contain more stored water 
than at the corresponding date at any 
time in its history.

With such possibilities for a pure 


water supply at their own door, it is 
idle to discuss wa-^er famine or the 
necessity for bringing a supply from 
a distant source.

It is the boast of Oakland that it 


desires to encourage the investment of 
capital in . legitimate enterprises. 
If 


its municipal officers, through exces- 
sive taxation or the imposition of 
harsh and onerous conditions, should 
attempt to harass and, embarrass In- 
vestments In manufacturing, merchan- 
dising or transportation they would 
be strongly condemned by the entire 
community and speedily relegated to 
private life. It is conceded that such 
enterprises should not only be en- 
couraged but should be permitted to 
make their business profitable and at- 
, tractive. 
But when it comes to the 


consideration of the most vital and 
therefore most important business en- 
terprise in the community, viz:

gardless of rates in other cities.

may be admitted that in the distant 
.past there has been unjust discrimina- 
tion, unfair rates, and possibly im-

proper methods ' of determining the 
basis for fixing rates. This unfortun- 
ate condition is the genesis of deep- 
rooted prejudice and wrong thinking 
on the water question. Old prejudices 
die hard and some are unwilling that 
they should die at all. 
Company Wants 
to Be Fair 


The Peoples Water Company Has 


not sought to influence councils'im- 
properly or impose excessive rates on 
consumers. In its disposition to deal j 
not only fairly but generously with the 
public, it accepted without contest the 
recent reductions, amounting to about 
30 per cent of the former rates. It is 
now evident that-such reductions were 
not warranted by the facts, as proper 
allowance was not made for one of 
the most vital elements of the bus- 
iness, viz: 
depreciation of the var- 


ious structures incident to the bus- 
iness. 
(The .Supreme 
Court of the 


United States, in the recent celebrated 
Knoxville decision, states that past 
depreciation must be written off and 
that depreciation must be collected 
annually.) 
Neither could It foresee 


that immediately following such re- 
duction of revenue there would be an 
increase in all the elements entering 
into the conduct and extension of their 
system, viz: the cost of labor and'ma- 
terials. 


If the income of the Oakland Trac- 


tion Company or the Key Route had 
been reduced 30 per cent in the last 
three or four 'years, either by compe- 
tition, municipal enactment or other 
cause, they would today be doing bus- 
iness at a loss with no available funds 
and no credit for the large expendi- 
tures necessary to the proper exten- 
sion and conduct of ' their business. 
Under such conditions it is a safe 
guess that wages would have been, re- j 
duced, improvements discontinued and ' 
the material growth and prosperity of j 
Oakland seriously checked.

Rate making should no longer be a 
matter of sentiment or prejudice but 
a Judicial function, based on evidence, 
and exercised in a fair-minded ano" 
impartial manner. 
Should there .be 


any doubt as to what Is a reasonable 
rate of Interest, recent decisions of 
United States courts will show that 
for a business of this character at 
least 8 per cent Is not unreasonable.

authorities in past years have failed 
to recognize the equities of the case 
and have caused protracted litigation 
which has involved both tho city and 
water company In a large expense. 
Meantime the consumer is paying not 
only the water rate but the great cost 
of litigation. 
I believe that there is 


evidence of saner thinking and fairer 
consideration of this 
question 
than 


heretofore. 
Until such is the case, 


however, this costly procedure in the 
Federal courts must go on and on, 
until finally the public conscience is 
awakened and demandi! of its official 
representatives the same fair and In- 
telligent consideration of this great 
enterprise that is accorded to other 
public service corporations.

millions, whether paid for In the form 
of general taxes or water rates, would 
greatly Increase the cost of water to 
present consumers. 
The bringing of 


the alleged supply from the Arroyo 
Valle, near Mt Hamilton, would In- 
volve, according to the estimates of 
the engineering firm of J. G. White & 
.Company, over ten million dollars for 
the pipeline alone, not Including the 
storage or distributing systems. Com-

confidently assured ,that It is the op- 
portunity of a lifetime to "get- In on 
the ground floor" with a profitable 
investment.

It Is 
reasonable to presume that the ques- 
tion of purchase will receive Intelli- 
gent consideration. I am not aware 
that you are considering such a dis- 
position of your property, but I bellow 
that such will be the final result, 
whether you are willing or unwilling 
and whether or not such purchase Is 
in the near or remote future.

Mrs. Stev- 
enson's first husband was Sam Osbourne, 
a court stenographer in San Francisco, 
who left/ this city for South Africa It is 
thought, after the divorce court separat- 
ed him from his wife.
